state or local police- 

man or a registry 
official because you were going too 
fast? Every once in a while some 
one of the Andover police officers 
or one of the troopers down at the 
barracks hauls some driver into 
court where he usually is fined at 
least five dollars. And even more 
often nowadays a group from the 
state registry of motor vehicles 
stands by the roadside and clocks 
you, taking away your license for 
a seven-day period or longer if to 
them your speed seems excessive 
for the existing conditions. 


Of course you don’t like it; you 
wouldn’t be human if you did. No 
one likes to be punished. From the 
time you were a youngster, you 
were punished for doing things you 
shouldn’t have done, and you didn’t 
like it one bit. In fact you liked the 
punishment so little that the 
chances were that you didn’t re- 
peat that wrong-doing again in a 
hurry. And that’s what your par- 
ents wanted. They weren’t at all 
enthusiastic about punishing you, 
but they did think that paying a 
penalty at that time might stop 
you from repeating the mistake. 


That’s what the police today are 
trying to do. Two signs are shortly 
to be erected on Main street, with 
this warning: “This Road Is Pa- 
trolled. Use Safe Speed Only.” 
You'll slow down, won’t you, be- 
cause you know of others who have 
been in the toils for speeding, or 
perhaps you yourself have run 
afoul of the law. The police and the 
registry aren’t out to “get” you. If 
they were, they wouldn’t put up 
warning signs, or in the case of 
the registry they would suspend 
your license the first time you were 
caught instead of the second. 


So don’t get hot under the col- 
lar. They’re trying to save lives, 
and you should try, too. After all, 
one life saved is worth much more 
than the three minutes you save 
in speeding to Boston or the min- 
ute of the moving picture you might 
miss by being late.

Hardest to weed out were the 
fifth-graders, with only the word 
‘privilege’ succeeding in eliminat- 
ing more than one speller. But one 
by one the youngsters, most of 
whom accompanied their efforts 
with ankle-turning-outting or 
tongue-sticking-outting, went down 
on such concoctions as elistic, atic, 
minuet for minute, reigns for reins, 
cocolate, raditor, piazzia, plumer, 
preist, cedan, reconize, boundry, 
ambicious, immediatly. It being a 
democratic country, however, the 
majority finally won out, with 
second-place winner Evelyn Locke 
of Stowe failing on majority and 
Shawsheen’s Jean Mulvey spelling 
it correctly after charming the 
audience with the deliberateness 
with which she waded into the 
words given her. Evelyn inciden- 
tally was aided in winning her 
prize by tapping out the letters 
with her fingers against her skirt 
as she spelled, or failing in that, 
bobbing her head, with one bob 
per letter. 

Most Deadly 

Mr. Poynter, after having defined 
“veil” as “what women wear to 
cover their paint” and “scorch” as 
“what women do to shirts,’ was 
surprised to be faced, before the 
fifth grade contest ended, with 


nothing but girls. He found relief,. 


however, in the sixth grade when 
five boys survived the female con- 
tingent.
